Great Seal of England 

Besides being stolen, and twice 
thrown into rivers, the Great Seal of 
England was once buried to escape 
being burned. In 1882 Lord Chan- 
cellor Eldon’s house took fire, and he 
promptly rushed away with the Great 
Seal, which he buried in the flower- 
girden. On returning, he records in 
his diary, he was “so enchanted with 
the pretty sight of the maids, who 
had turned out of their beds and were 
handling buckets of water to the fire- 
engine, all in their shifts, and so 
alarmed for the safety of Lady Eldon, 
that next morning he could not re- 
member in which flower-bed he had 
‘urled the Seal. You never saw, 
aids Lord Eldon, anything so ridic- 
ulous as the whole family down the 
walks dibbling with bits of stick un- 
til we found it. , 

Mr, Adolphus Liddell, who has been 
secretary to many Lord Chancellors, 
descriles in his Reminiscences how 
an impression of the Great Seal Is 
made, The wax is not put upon the 
paper as in ordinary seals, but is in 
the shape of a disc with an impression 
on each side. This is kept in a tin 
or plated case, and attached to the 
document by a tag embedded in wax. 
Consequently the seal ftself is not a 
signet, but consists of two heavy sil- 
ver plates in one of which is cut the 
impression of the front of the device, 
in the other that for the back. . The 
present plates were made at a cost of 
£700. When a seal: is required a 
large chunk of Wax is first ‘softened 
in hot water, then’cooled in cold, after 
which it is placed between the two 
plates and pressed, emerging in the 
shaper above mentioned.

GI sgow's Great Night School 

In a big, five storey-and-basement 
building in Glasgow, where the Tech- 
nical College is located, 600 young 
specialists work amongst test tubes, 
text-books dnd assay furnaces daily. 
But at night the visitor sees the en- 
rolment jump from 600 to more than 
5,000, and along with the night course 
collegians two regiments of student 
workingmen march in and the whole 
buildifig is packed. 

For ten shillings ($2.60) a term, a 
Glasgow man may learn at the night 
trade classes the first principles of 
the plumber’s or printer's trade, says 
the Technical World Magazine, and 
for seven an’ sixpence ($1.87) boiler-| 
making or sheet metal work; for five 
shillings ($1.25) how to cut cobblers’ 
patterns or a course for a shoe store 
salesman. 

There are rooms full of looms and! 
fabrics and dyes, if the student cares 
to learn the principles and practice of 
textile manufacture, and there are 
other laboratories for bakers, watch- 
makers, tailors, furniturs designers or 
sailors. Three in every four of his 
classmates will be older than twenty, 
so he need feel no shame at going 
to school again. Hundreds of the 
men he passes in the halls will have | 
only & common school education, 

That Public school buildings should 
be used only a few hours in the day- 
time implies an inadequate return On 
the taxpayers’ investment. In Glasgow 
Scotch practicability has seen this 
and applied a remedy. Result: the 
efficiercy of an education plant was 
multiplied by ten.

Western Canada’s 
Bright Green Patches 


“But what is it,’’ the little-trav- 
elled man sitting on the observation 
platform asked, ‘‘that makes this 
splendid prosperity you claim for 
Western Canada???’ 

The gesture of the man who knew 
covered the surrounding country as 
he answered, ‘The bright green 
patches,’’ 

One could see from the rear of the 
train at least ten thousand acres— 
a typical piece of Western Canada— 
dotted with patches of bright green 
possibly a thousand acres in crop.

C.P.R. Land Agent 


“T never saw the western crops 
looking #9 well at this time of year 
as they do nov,’ said J. H. 
Smith, general agent of the C.P.R. 
lands at ‘Toronto, who passed 
though Gleichen last week. ‘'For 
an even-colured and fine luoking 
crop I never saw the like of it! I 
have been coming out here in my 
olficial capacity three of four times 
a yenr for the past ten years, and 
in all that time I never eaw one to 
compare with it. I am confident 
that western Canada will havo from 
two hundred and twenty-five to two 
hundred and fifty million bushels 
this year. It will certainly be a 
bum per crop. 

‘Our ldnd sales have been stead- 
ily increasing, and at the present 
time show an increase of approxi- 
mately twenty-five per cent over the 
corresponding period last year. 
While British and eastern Canadian 
immigration is no doubt largely re- 
sponsible for thia, the tide of Ameri- 
can immigration is a factor of small 
importance.

Past and Present 


Perseverance and determination are 
admirable qualities provided they 
are exercised in a good cause, but 
when these virtues are prostituted to 
minister to selfishness they are dan- 
gerous to the commonwealth and must 
be resisted with equal perseverance 
aad determination. 


This is the situation in Northwest- 
ern Canada today. On one hand 
stands a thoroughly united band of 
grain dealers, and on the other hand 
there are the farmers, the producers 
of the country. The grain men are 
using every means in their power to 
exploit the farmers. 

The history of the grain trade ‘in 
the West is one of a'continual, strug- 
gle by the grain producers for fair 
treatment at the hands of the grain 
dealers, The struggle dates back to 
the early eighties when the first frost- 
ed grain was put on the market. The 
grain men refused to buy the dam- 
Aged wheat and caused much auf- 
fering all through the southern parts 
of Manitoba. Not only farmers, but 
merchants as well were brought to 
the brink of bankruptcy. . The grain 
men at that time sought to reduce 
the price of wheat to the lowest 
level. Then the farmers met and 
made arrangements to ship their own 
grain to the Eastern dealers. The 
C.P.R. alded them by arranging to 
have the grain shipped through to 
Sarnia where it was disposed of, As 
@ result every bushel offered was sol 
at fair prices. As soon as the west- 
ern grain dealers saw that the farm- 
ers had found a way to dispose of 
their crop, they were quite willing to 
gét into the market too. 

This 1s a fair sample of the tactics 
of the grain men. They are deter- 
mined to control the grain trade of 
the West. Their latest scheme {|

A sample market in Winnipeg is 
asked for. As a justification, the 
sample market in Minneapolis is quot- 
ed. But thé conditions are not the 
same in these two places, In the 
first place, there are a great many 
more railways running into Minnea- 
Polis than. into Winnipeg, therefore 
the work of reshipping the cars 
after the grain is sold is 
spread among more companies and 
consequent'y the cars are moved more 
quickly. Then, owing to the big 
mills located in Minneapolis, over 
seventy per cent of the wheat re- 
ceived in that city is milled there, 
while not more than four per cent of 
the wheat taken into Winnipeg is 
milled at that point, and the remain. 
der is shipped on. 

Another claim made in favor of a 
sample market is that the farmers 
will receive a better price for their 
grain, The plea put forth tw that 
a_carload of grain that woul

But experience proves its fallacy. 
We had grain mixing practised openly 
for years. but no one except the grain 
dealer gained by it. A sample 
market would kill competition:as the 
men who operate it are the same 
men who every day until recently, 
named the price to be paid for wheat 
at every buy!ng point in the Western 
provinces, ‘and by an agreement 
‘amongst themselves would name the 
price to be paid on the sample mark- 
et. You cannot expect to gather 
frapes from thorns or figs from this- 
es. 

There is at present a grain board 
that meets every fall and decides on 
the grades, ‘If they do their duty 
properly there {is no need whatever 
for mixing, and at any rate experience 
has taught that the farmers would 
never obtain the benefit of the mixing. 

Another {mportant fact is that the 
niixing of grain will certainly result 
in lowering the standard of Western 
Canadian wheat in Great Britain, who 
is our chief buyer. 

We notice in the dally papers the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, at 
Ottawa, has given notice of the In- 
tention of the government to estab: 
lish sample markets before the crop 
of 1913 1s put on the markets. There 
{a therefore no time to be lost -by 
Weatern farmers and others interest: 
ed in fair play being given to them, 
{n taking steps to prevent the grain 


-trade being handed over to men who 


have proven themselves utterly un- 
worthy of confidence.

Grain Growers’ Grain Company, is 
part of a carefully planned campaign 
on th. part of the farmers to secure 
control of the elevator situation In Al- 
berta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 

The Grain Growers’ Grain Company 
is deeply interested In the movement | 
in this province to institute a system 
similar to that new in effect in Sas- 
katchewan, where the Provincial Gov- 
ernment lends aid to the farmers in 
the building of elevators, 

The Government loans 85 cents to| 
every 15 cents on the dollar that is 


provided by the farmers for building 
elevators. the farmers, however, re- 
maining in control of the elevators, 
thus eliminating possibility of political 
manipulations, which resulted in the 
failure of many of the elevator sys- 
tems. 


A ttrong effort will be made at

Winnipeg, July 3. — The day

107%c., and Winnipeg October 101%. | 
Cyclonic conditions, which did so! 
much serious damage to the town of | 
Regina on Sunday, apparently broke} 


up the spell of hot, dry weather not} 
| only in our own country, but in the! 
North-Western state as well. During 
the last three days there have been 
scattered showers over Manitoba, 
| Saskatchewan, Alberta, Dakota and 
Minnesota, and temperatures are} 
much cooler. While many parts, es-! 
pecially in southwestern Manitoba, 
are still without rain, the apprehen- 
sion is over for the present, as it is 
hoped the rains will become general, 
and in any case the cooler weather 
will prevent any further deteriora- 
tion. With the change of weather, 
sentiment, always a factor to be reck- 
oned with in the wheat market, 
turned to the bear side, and as a re- 
sult prices the last three days have 
been on the decline. To-day'’s clos- 
ing figures are little changed from 
what they were a week ago. One 
optimistic feature about the recent 
hot dry period is the forced growth, 
Straw will perhaps be short, but ow-! 
ing to the rapid progress the past ten 
days a large percentage of the Can- 
adjan crop will be in the shot blade 
the first of the week. Favorable 
conditions from now on will rectify 
the damage, if any, that has been 
done, but the statement we have made 
in previous reports will stand repeat- 
ing, namely—'It is well to bear in 
mind the spring wheat crops are not 
yet made and have many vicissitudes 
to go through before safely harvest- 
ed.” The interest of the wheat trade 
has been mainly centred in the North- 
west crop outlook, but the harvest- 
ing of the winter wheat in the States 
is alsc being closely watched. So far 
the harvesting has been slow. In the 
localities where the wheat was late 
sown and felt the worst of last win- 
ter’s rigors there was irregular and 
slow growth, which is holding back the 
harvest, from a considerable part of 
this wheat small yields pre looked 
for. The greater portion of the crop 
will not be harvested till the middle 
of the month, so none of this wheat 
will be pressing on the markets for 
some time yet. Tjverpool and Euro- 
pean markets have been ~ holding 
steady. Good wheat fs firmly tield 
and millers may @xperlence difficulty 
in obtaining supplies during July, as 
both Argentine and Canadian arrivals 
are of poor quality, and grading low.

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UNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON 


Text of the Lesson, Mark iv, 26-32; 
Matt. xiii, 83—Memory Verses 26 
28, Golden Text, Matt. vi, 10— 


Commentary Prepared by Rev, D. 

M. Stearns. 

The portior selected from Mark for 
today’s lesson gives us two patables, 
one of which, the mustard seed, is 
the third in the regular order in Matt 
xill, while the gradual growth of the 
seed Is recorded by Mark only. The 
verse from Matthew concerning the 
leaven is the fourth in the series, ac: 
cording to Matthew, and next week's 
lesson on the wheat and tares ts the 
second. We will be better able to 
summarize these first four or five par: 
ables after next week. Concerning 
them it is said, “All these things spake 
Jesus unto the multitude in parables, 
and without a parable spake he not 
unto them,” thus fulfilling Ps. Ixxviil 
2,3. He spake the word unto them 
as they were able to hear it, and when 
they were alone He expounged al) 
things to His disciples (Matt. xiii, 34, 
35; Mark iv, 83, 34). His repeatedly 
saying, “if any man have ears to hear 
let him hear” (verses 9 and 23), or in 
the Revelation epistles, “He that hath 
an ear let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches:” reminds us 
that many are dull of hearing and 
makes us long for such an anointed 
ear as Samuel had, to whom the Lord 
could whisper things and give him 
Messages for others also. The ad: 
monitions, “Take heed what ye hear,” 
and “Take heed how ye hear” (verse 
24; Luke vill, 18), were never more 
needed than now, for false teachers 
and teaching abound everywhere. 
Our lesson title, “The Growth of the 
Kingdom,” is very misleading, no 
doubt unintentionally, but bad all the 
same It arises from the idea held 
by so many that the kingdom began 
when the Spirit came, in a special 
Way and for a special purpose at Pen- 
tecost and has been growing ever 
since, whereas the truth is that the 
kingdom then at hand did not come 
and has not yet come, and when it 
does come it will not be gradual, but 
by a great catastrophe. a judgment, 
an overthrow of all enemies, according 
to Isa. xi, 4; xlil, 9-11; xxxiv. 1-2; 
Ixvi. 15, 16; Rev. xix, 19, 20; xx, 1-3. 
What then is the growth now going 
on, a: set forth in these kingdom 
parables His saying when they ask- 
ed Him about the first one, ‘Unto you 
{t is given to know the mystery of 
the kingdom of God” (verse 11). The 
kingdom {s not growing, but the mya: 
tery more fully described in Eph. {if 
and elsewhere is growing. The 
church, which is His body, the elect 
from all nations who are to share 
the Kingdom with Him, growth unto 
an holy temple in the Lord (Eph. fi, 
19-22). The seed of the first parable, 
the word of God, being faithfully sown, 
quietly works according to this first 
parable of today’s lesson, the blade, 
the ear, the full corn in the ear, until 
the h ‘vest, which, we shall see in 
next lesson, {s the end of the age. Tha 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thou canst not tell whence it cometh 
or whither it goeth, {s a truth on the 
same ljne. 

The growth of the mustard seed in- 
to a great tree, sheltering the birds of 
the air in its branches or under its 
shadow, sets forth another phase of 
present things. That an herb should 
become a great tree is something 
out of the regular course of things, 
and these birds in the branches cause 
us to remember that in the parable 
of the sower the birds or fowls repre- 
sented the devil (verses 4, 15). If 
{n a discourse the speaker uses a fig- 
ure and explains It, then a little later 
uses the same figure, his former ex: 
planation stands. The so called 
church has grown to be a vast some: 
thing, very different from what the 
Lord intended it to be, and if in the 
first twelve disciples there was one 
of whom our Lord said, “One of you ts 
a devil” (John vi, 70), we cannot 
doubt but that {n the great company 
of those who today are called Christ- 
fans there may be many who for 
some reason other than the right one 
have taken refuge fn the church. 

As to the woman taking three meas: 
ures of meal and leavening it till the 
whole was leavened, {s {t not very 
clear that the woman, the church, ts 
doing that very thing, and in our day 
as never before? From the pass- 
over story of Ex. xii, where they were 
to search for and put away all leaven, 
there {s no place in the Bible where 
leaven means anything good. It {is 
always something corrupting, and Is- 
rael was forbidden to offer it with 
their sacrifice (Lev. {1, 11; -v!. 17). 
In Lev. xxill, 15-18, where the church 
{s typified by the first fruits, leaven 
was commanded because of the evil 
that the Spirit foresaw would be in 
those first fruits. but {t was met by 
the sacrifice of the next verse. In 
Amos fv, 5, they were told that offer- 
{ng with leaven was just Iike them 
and thair sinful ways. When Sarah 
baked cakes quickly for her visitors 
she took three measures of meal, but. 
we are rure that she had no time to 
use leaven (Gen. xvill, 6). Our Lord 
taught the disciples to beware of the 
leaven, or false teaching of Pharisees 
and Sadducees (Matt. xvi. 6, 12), and 
the Spirit by Payl sald, let us keep 
the feast with th unleavened bread 
of sincerity and truth (1 Cor, v, 8), 
This age of the mystery of the king: 
dom, the calling out of the church 
while the kingdom is postponed, ia 
marvelously set forth in these para: 
bles by Him who knew all.
